UNESCO—United Nations Educational, 


Scientific and Cultural Organization—Marx- 
ist Plotters working to undermine our 
government and put us all under World 
Government.

The United Nations Charter which was 
signed at San Francisco on June 26, 1945, 
included provisions for the promotion of 
cultural and educational cooperation be- 
tween member states. 

Accordingly, the UN Conference for the 
Establishment of 
Cultural Organization was convened in Lon- 
don in Nov. 1945. Its constitution was sign- 
ed by government representatives partici- 
Dating in this conference on Nov. 15, 1945. 
The U.S. representation included two mem- 
bers of Congress, Sen. James E. Murray of 
Montana and Rep. Chester E. Merrow of 
NNew Hampshire. 

Following a ratification by the neces- 
Sary twenty member nations including the 
U.S., the constitution of the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and Cultural Organi- 
zation entered into force on Nov. 4, 1946. 
Public Law 565 adopted by the 79th Con- 
gress, 2nd Session, on July 30, 1946, 
authorized United States’ acceptance of 
membership in the organizaion. 

According to UNESCO, WHAT IT IS... 
WHAT IT DOES..HOW IT WORKS.:: 
“UNESCO has a Secretariat headed by a 
Director General with headquarters in 
Paris. Its Executive Board is made up of 
representatives of 22 countries elected to 
the post by the 74 member states. The 74 
member states meet every two years in 
General Conference and lay down the poli- 
cies and general lines of action UNESCO is 
to follow. 

“The organization with about 850 em- 
ployees and an annual regular budget of 
some ten million dollars plays the role of 
catalyst, helper, coordinator, clearing house 
for informaton and nerve center. The suc- 
cess of those programs ultimately depends 
upon the efforts of the member states. 

“UNESCO can recommend international 
treaties to increase the flow of educational 
materials. The states must sign and ratify 
those treaties before they will do any good. 

“In the U.S. and 64 other countries, 
national commissions have been set up to 
serve as links between the national organi- 
zation and such bodies. 

“Our own Congress set the membership 
of the U.S. National Commission for 
UNESCO at 100 American citizens of which 
60 are nominated by private voluntary 
organizations, broadly representative of the 
intellectual life of the nation, 15 from state 
and local governments, 10 from the federal 
government, and 15 chosen at large by the 
Secretary of State. tS wecens 

“The National \Commission: advises the 
government on) UNESCO matters, »and its 
organization and individual members help 
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the government carry out the program 
adopted by the General Conference.” 

The first meeting of the U.S. National 
Commission for UNESCO was held in 
Washington, Sept. 23, 1946. The Chairman, 
Sen. Wm. Benton of Conn., said: “We are 
at the beginning of a long process of break- 
ing down the walls of national sovereignty... 





In this process UNESCO must be the 
pioneer....The Dept. of State has fathered 
this National Commission (for UNESCO) 
and you give for the first time in our his- 
tory a collective brain to the whole nervous 
system of American culture, science, educa- 
tion, and means of communication. Every- 
thing that you may now do will establish a 
precedent...This is an unprecedented op- 
portunity.” (From the State Dept., publica- 
tion 2726--U.N. Information, Series 14.) 

On Aug. 31, 1947, in an address to the 
UNESCO Teacher Seminar in Paris, France, 
Wm. G. Carr of the National Education 
Association, and at that time a member of 
the U.S. national Commission for UNESCO 
said: “I urge you, therefore, not only to 
teach about the U.N. as it is today, but 
also to teach about the various proposals 
that have been made for strengthening the 
U.N. by the establishment of world law. 
Teach the attitudes which will ultimately 
result in the creation of world government 
for the people, of the people, and by the 
people. I am not suggesting school room 
propaganda for some one particular plan 
of world government. I am suggesting the 
development of the attitudes, information 
and ability which will make world citizen- 
ship possible.’ (Emphasis ours.) (THE 
BULLETIN OF THE NATIONAL AS- 
SOCIATION OF SECONDARY SCHOOL 
PRINCIPALS, Vol. 31, Dec. 1947, 150.)

UNESCO only if one views it in its histori- 
cal context (and) viewed in this way it re- 
veals itself as one more step in our halting, 
painful, but I think very real progress to- 
ward a genuine world government.”

The U.S. as a government has played a 
leading role in supporting and 
UNESCO. Thousands of Americans have 
contributed to its activities, which have 
grown by leaps and bounds. The State Dept. 
dominates American policy in UNESCO. 

Information from the State Dept. as re- 
ported by the Honorable George A. Dondero 
of Michigan in the House, July 20, 1956, 
states that, “The U.S. is paying at present 
30% of the UNESCO budget. For 1956 the 
United States is contributing $3,152,574 to 
UNESCO. It is estimated that the U.S. 


moting collaboration among the nations 
through edtication, science and culture in 
order to further universal respect for 
justice, for the rule of law and for the 
human rights and fundamental freedoms 
which are affirmed for the peoples of the 
world, without distinction of face, sex, 
language or religion, by the Charter of the 
United Nations.”

From the same report on page 24, it is 
suggested that there be a revision of text- 
books, with a view to reducing interna- 
tional friction and promoting better under- 
standing between peoples, the creation of 
World Citizenship Clubs in schools all over 
the world, and every kind of exchange 
which will help promote understanding be- 
tween nations and groups. 

Same report, page 47: It is necessary 
that it is in the education of youth that 
the formation of a new mentality has the 
best opportunities of obtaining speedy and 
lasting results. 

A pamphlet, entitled, UNESCO TODAY, 
published in Nov. 1949, as State Dept. 
publication No. 3694, states: “Largely as a 
result of Commission activities at least a 


dozen universities and colleges now have . 


UNESCO courses on international under- 
standing. Scores of grade school teachers 
interested in the UNESCO movement have 
brought it to the attention of their classes; 
international themes have been stressed in 
pageants, plays, and music; and national 
scholastic newspapers and magazines, as 
well as those published by schools, have 
stressed UNESCO along with the U.N. and 
other specialized agencies.

The primary objective of UNESCO in 
the field. of education is to make every per- 
son international minded in order to de- 
stroy any particular national loyalty. The 
goal seems to bé uniformity in all things. 

UNESCO urges American teachers to 
particularly dwell on the aspects of foreign 
cultures which are attractive and less on 
American traditions and culture; to sup- 
press American and American 
geography; to give less emphasis than has 
been the custom in this country to things 
American. 


In his ENDS AND MEANS IN EDUCA* 
TION, 1950, Dr. Theodore Brameld said: 
“There is wide spread, if still superficial 
acceptance among teachers of the belief 
that national sovereignty must go.” 

‘In every published work of UNESCO 
there is the complete turning of the child’s 
eyes away from independence to inter- 
dependence. The object is to mold our child- 
ren’s thinking, and to sell them on a way 
of life that we consider un-American.

UNESCO series TOWARD WORLD 
UNDERSTANDING--remember UNESCO’s 
word for patriotism is nationalism. 

Vol. I. “One of the chief aims of educa- 
tion everywhere is to develop those qualities 
of citizenship which provide the foundation 
upon which international government must 
be based if it is to succeed.” 

Vol. V. “The ideal to be pursued is that, 
whether in the home, the social environ- 
ment or the school, our children should be 
educated to live with others ‘and to prepare 
themsélves for citizenship in a world society. 

“The kindergarten or infant school has 
a significant part to play in the child’s edu- 
cation. Not only can it correct many of the 
errors of home training, but it can also 
prepare the child for membership, at about 
the age of 7, in a group of his own age and 
habits—the first of many such social identi-

For the* moment it is sufficient to note 
that it is most frequently in the family that 
the children are infected with nationalism, 
hearing what is national extolled and what 
is foreign disparaged. As chauvinism, this 
may be more ridiculous than dangerous, 
but it must, none the less, be regarded as 
the complete negation of world-mindedness. 
We shall presently recognize in nationalism 
the miajor obstacle to the development of 
world-mindedness. 

“As long as the child breathes the 
poisoned air of nationalism, education in 
world-mindedness can produce only rather 
precarious results. As we have pointed out, 
it is frequently the family that infects the 
child with extreme nationalism. The school 
should therefore use the means described 
earlier to combat family attitudes that 
favor jingoism.”

‘Sovereignty Campaign” of the Veterans of 


Foreign Wars has said: “If this weak-kneed 
attempt to avoid responsibility is brought 
to your attention by a UNESCO apologist, 
it would be quite proper to inform him that 
anyone who administers poison to a nation’s 
youth is guilty of a crime whether the 
prescription is official or not.” These book- 
lets are published by UNESCO. 

From THE G ‘TEST DANGER TO 
AMERICAN YOUTH by Lillian Moon 
Roberts, “UNESCO is the most powerful of 
the United Nations’ instruments for 
establishing the forced uniformity of man- 
kind. is unseen, deadly, and every- 
where. Amorig the dangers that confront 
free men today, UNESCO is unique because: 

“7.-It is vast in its aims, channels of 
operation, publication, and agencies.

“From this Commission (U.S. ‘National 
Commission for UNESCO) UNESCO’s pro- 
gram is channeled into lecal communities 
through myriad organizations, committees, 
and panels which in turn, channel it to 
reach you and your children from every 
direction—from philanthropical societies, 
churches, radio, television, theatre, news- 
papers, magazines, motion pictures, school 
organizations, schools, civic groups, govern- 
ment agencies, etc. 

“There is no possible way to give or to 
gain a quick knowledge of this octopus-like 
organization of UNESCO with its thousands 
of publications, areas of operation and 
channels of propaganda. It is too vast and 
unwieldy to be summarized with briefness 
or clarity. So the work of reading and 
listening and discovering and understanding 
must be yours.

Do not permit 
yourself to be duped by beautiful words 
such as ‘brotherhood’ and ‘peace’ and 
‘democratic’ and ‘peoples of the world’ and 
‘elimination of barriers’ and ‘solidarity of 
mankind’. Let ‘not ingratiating personality 
or intellectually superior manner sway, 
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you—remember, Alger Hiss was possessed 
of both. A person thus armed with know- 
ledge and possessed of the courage to apply 
this knowledge regardless of intimidation 
or camouflage, is Communism’s greatest 
enemy and Freedom’s most valuable de- 
fender. 

“In studying UNESCO’s publications, 
programs, meetings, speakers, goals, acts 
etc., to see if they would tend to reduce 
mankind to uniformity, I believe that you 
will find the answer in every instance to be 
an unequivocal yes. Many of the answers 
to the UNESCO puzzle will then instantly 
come to hand—answers to such questions 
as, why does UNESCO try so hard to 
festroy American patriotism (which they 
call ‘nationalism’); why does UNESCO pre- 
sent ‘Nationalism’ as such an evil thing; 
why do they dispense with religion; why do 
they presént internationalism and ‘world 
citizenship’ as the most glorious achieve- 
ment available to man; why do they 
attempt in every way to belittle the parents 
and diminish their influence with the child; 
why is their most powerful ammunition 
turned. on the child and his teachers; why 
the attempt to eradicate all competition 
from the child’s life both athletically and 
scholastically: why the lack of proper 
grounding in the three R’s, which lack will 
automatically destroy the child’s future 
facility of learning? The answers are 
obvious.” ; 

The late Sen. Pat McCarran stated 
publicly: “I made an error which I shall 
regret all the days of my life when I voted 
for the United Nations Charter before I 
had even read it.” Sen. McCarran’s subcom- 
mittee held three hearings on UNSECO 
and he stated: “This is a very clever propa- 
ganda campaign to sell the people of this 
country and particularly the school children 
on the doctrine of one world government 
and world citizenship....The committee had 
presented to it documented proof of this in- 
sidious campaign.” (Reference—Dept. of 
State, Justice, Commerce and the Judiciary 
Appropriations for 1953.

“The State Dept. is flooding the country 
with tons of pamphlets and documents de- 
signed to make our young people believe 
that UNESCO is the salvation of our 
country and that we cannot survive without 
it. The propaganda line throughout the en- 
tire series of publications is designed to 
glorify the UNESCO movement, world 
citizenship, and world government. 

“A careful study of the documents from 
our State Dept. reveals that their discus- 
sion of UNESCO and the U.N. is entirely 
a one-sided affair. Let me stress that the 
State Dept. says nothing whatsoever about 
the evils of this institution and what it will 
do to our government. 

“The State Department’s prime reason 
for existence is to protect and preserve the 
interests of the United States of America. 
Yet: that: same: State Dept, ‘is: taking tax- 
payer’s money and using\it, to create a 


world government to replace’ our ;own.’ By: 


no possible reasoning should the State Dept. 
be engaged in any effort which, if carried 
to a conclusion, would destroy our country 
and American institutions.” 

Our first duty is te our children—the 
future American citizens. In the United 
States UNESCO is functioning under a long 
range plan to capture the minds of our 
children,. “and parents themselves who 
know little or nothing about their own heri- 
tage because they have not taken time to 
remember.”

powerful, our intelligentsia, our Christians 
with few exceptions, have been brainwashed 
and indoctrinated, and they are ready to be 
taken over. In Russia, it was the work of 
the Jews, and the same is true in America 
today. — 

The question before the United States 

and the world today is RACE—BREED. 
The index of the ability of a nation to 
march on successfully in this old world is in 
the breed and character of the men and 
women on Main Street—and we are breed- 
ing them down, as all statistics show. What 
we fail to realize is that, as we breed them 
down, the character of the vote goes down 
in the same proportion, and this is reflected 
directly in our elected bodies and officials 
of the Federal: Government. With race and 
breed the outstanding elements in the solu- 
tion of our present-day problems, those 
subjects are taboo on the floors of both 
Houses of Congress and to a large degree 
in the press. The members of Congress who 
mention the subject are smeared and run 
out of office by processes. of blackmail sup- 
ported by millions of dollars. 
‘ Congress has several times attempted to 
investigate the Foundations, generally under 
Jewish’ control, but so great is their power 
that practically nothing has been ac- 
complished. 

What happens to anyone interfering 
with the interests of the Jews is made clear 
by the following piece of evidence. N.Y. 
State Supreme Court Justice Meyer Stein- 


. brink, who also holds the position as Chair- 


man of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B'nai B’rith, declared at the close of the 
group’s convention at the Waldorf Astoria 
several years ago— 

“Under American law an offender who 
has served his: sentence meted out by the 
courts is considered as having paid for his 
offenses. This ‘is not our idea. ANYBODY 
WHO HAS OFFENDED OR HARMED 
THE JEWISH CAUSE IS NEVER TO BE 
FORGIVEN, AND WE (The Anti-Déefama- 
tion League of B'nai B'rith) shall employ 
the MILLIONS OF DOLLARS AT OUR 
DISPOSAL. to see to it that such an enemy 
of the Jewish cause shall never regain his 
previously held position or sécial standing.” 

For 150 years, our Republic, so ideally 
conceived and organized, made an outstand- 
ing record over the world, never before 
equalled in history. It was organized by 
Christian people and, until it completed its 


' ¢ycle in 1932, it was generally administered 


by the people of that same fine type. Un- 
fortunately, in the period before our en- 
trance into World War I, we permitted a 
group of Jews to be housed and supported 
in N.Y. City where they laid the foundation 
of the Russian Revolution. Jewish influence 
and money got them to Europe and the 
same influences had them transferred to 
Russia. When the Bolshevik revolution was 
in full operation, the Netherlands Minister 
at Petrograd, who was also handling British 
affairs, issued a warning to the whole 
world. It was received by Mr. Balfour Sept. 
18, 1918. The Minister warned: 

“The danger is now so great that I feel 
it my duty te call the attention of the 
British and all other Governments to the 
fact that if an end is not put to Bolshevism 
in Russia. at once the civilization of the 


pression of Bolshevism is the greatest issue 
now before the world, not even excluding 
the war which is still raging, and unless, as 
above stated, Bolshevism is nipped in the 
bud immediately, it is bound to spread in 
one form or another over Europe and the 
whole world, as it is’ organized and worked 
by Jews, who have no nationality, and 
whose object is to destroy for their own 
ends the existing order of things. The only 
manner in which this danger could be 
averted would be collective action on the 
part of all powers.” 

This great giant of an enemy facing us 
today is a creature of our own making. 
While for 16 years we. did not recognize 
our handiwork or permit it to enter the 
U.S., Bolshevik friend’ and sympathizers 
were found throughout the United States 
organizing the Communist and various 
“Socialist” and “Labor” Parties with 
tentacles extending over—and under—our 
entire nation. 

For 39 years this enemy has told us in 
the plainest terms how they plan our de- 
struction. Their plans have progressed per- 
fectly. They have become such a political 
power that their “friendship” must be 
sought and’ secured by every individual in 
public’ life. 

The fact is that our nation today is 
being destroyed BY LAW, laws passed or 
interpreted in the interest of this Jewish 
gang. The Jew has told the world repeatedly 
that the White Race must go, and with it 
will go, as he says, his deadliest enemy, the 
White Christian. The sanction supporting 
their aims and plans is BLACKMAIL. We 
Christians are just a pack of COWARDS to 
permit it. 

The Jew has no real interest in the 
negro and his advancement, but he aims 
to use the negro in two ways. First, to 
mongrelize the White Race, and second he 
plans to control the negro vote, and this he 
does quite successfully. Some of the top 
officials of the NAACP, including the Pres. 
are Jews. The plans of the NAACP go far 
beyond integration in schools. They plan 
break down every barrier to include inter- 
marriage and the mongrelization of the 
White Race. This is no idle statement or 
threat, but it is an actual fact and the 
process is now in operation. Furthermore, 
the final result is shown in a picture of a 
dark skinned human, the future American, 
as depicted by UNESCO of U.N. How 
absurd it is that we should support the U.N. 
organization which aims at our destruction. 

The facts are appalling. The question 
is—what are we going to do about it? You 
will note that I see no solution coming from 
the White House or from Congress, 
completely controlled as they are today, in 
those vital issues that determine our 
destiny—problems they lack the intel- 
ligence and character to tackle. History 
will repeat itself. The Jews always overplay 
their hand, and as a result, populations rise 
up in mass against them with just fury. As 
a first step in this upheaval, I look to see 
full Justice done the Arabs, and Israel 
completely wiped off the map. 

In the nationwide problems now before 
us, I look to see a fearless Ameriean leader 
arise from the Christian majority, take 
over our nation as did Mustafa Kemal 
Ataturk in Turkey, and reclaim and re- 
establish our Republic. In that new day the 
immigration law will permit the entry of 
only selected people. We will look with 
shame upon those pages of our history 
when a President permitted thousands of 
undesirables to be run into our country; 
when his wife used her influence to secure 
the entry of un-American creatures all in 
violation of the law. How could such things 
have happened? If such a leader fails to 
arise, if we lack the character to face the 
present-day tragedy, taking action to save 
our lives and our very souls, then only 
could it be written: 

“Take a good look at endeared scenes 
in the days just ahead—you are seeing 
them for the last time as features of the 
Republic of the United States. The cycle of
